The vaults of the town are in a 


The Mines of Bull Run District— 
What Piuck and Brawn has 
Accomplished in Elke County. 

Regular Correspondence GazetrTs.] 

ELRo, Nev., Feb. 8, 1888. 

Eprrok GAZETTE:—Co: respond- 
ents like basbful lovers have almost 
universally something to say about 
the stite of the weather. It ap- 
pears to be an inexhaustible theme, 
and like a reserve in anarmy is 
ealled out in the case of an emer- 
gency. Old hoary-headed, gloomy 
Winter seems to have taken a rest 
from ite Artic labors by partially 
retreating from the great valleys 
and plains below, to the high and 
lofty snow-capped peaks of the 
Ruby, Geshote, Diamond, Goose 
Creek, Humboldt, Braneau and other 
neighboring ranges, there to hold 
occasionally high carnival as a 
warning to the denizens below that 
he has not departed, but stiil re- 
mains in our midst seemingly 
anxious to linger in the lap of the 
coming May. : 

THE DISTRICT COURT 
For the county of Elko was called 
to order Monday morning, 6th inst., 
pursuant to adjourament, for the 
purpose of examining, considering 
and adjudicating the beavy calen- 
dar now pending, with such other 
matters as may properly come be- 

fore the court. There are about 125 

persons in attendance, which the 

present term has called together. 

It is the largest gathering of per- 

sons for court purposes that ever 

assembed in Elko county. Great 
interest is manifested by our com- 
munity in several of the cases now 
pending, particularly the cases in 
relatiou to stealing and branding of 
cattle, as alleged by the Grand 
Jury, the cost of which will make 
the taxpayers of Elko county groan, 
as it is estimated by personsin au- 
thority and who are posted in such 
matters, that the present term will 
cost from $10,000 to $12,000. This 
will make a heavy draft on our sur- 
pins in the treasury, which accu- 
mulated during the year ending 

December 31, 1887. The surplus of 

this county has not worried the 

taxpayers very much, but a defi- 
ciency is what we most dread, as it 

means an increase of taxes. But I 

suppose there is not much danger 

of that event, as our present Board 
of County Commissiovers, who beid 

a session on last Monday, fixed our 

tax rate for the coming year at $1.80 

on the 8100, aud they were undoubt- 
edly able to see the financial way of 
the county clear,otherwise a higher 
rate would mtg a levied. — 
large gathering of persons at FIRO 
on this — has afforded your 
correspondent an excelleut oppor- 
tunity for obtaining many items of 
news from remote places in Elko, 
White Pine and Eureka counties. 
STOCK AND RANGE. 

As I foreshadowed in my letter 
of January 21, 1888, there has been 
unquestionably considerable suffer- 
ing among stock, particularly those 
upon large ranges, notwithstanding 
the prediction of other parties to 
the contrary. I learn from Mr. 
George Russell, of the firm of Rus- 
sell & Bradley, of Eiko, that he is 
in receipt of late intelligence from 
Little st river, near Blackfoot 
and vicinity, wheie they bave some 
2,000 head of beef cattle wintered, 
that although the snow bas been 
deep during the early part of Jan- 
uary ard the weather cold, yet a 
ride by his foreman through the 
major portion of the herd demon- 
strated that they had not suffered 
as much as had been anticipated 
and were looking and doing well, 
taken on the average, However, 
Mr. Russell is of the opinio | 


that rere, 
ing the balance of the present Win- 
ter season, there will be more than 
average loss on most of the Winter 
I am informed by Col. Francis 
Honeyman, one of our County 
Commissioners, while at Elko a 
few days ‘on official business, 
that he had lost out of some cows 
and calves he had been feeding two 
cows and three calves that were 
actually frozen in the corral and 
that he had several others that he 
feared were badly injured dur- 
ing the recent cold term. 
informed me that several of his 
neighbors (Clover Valley, Elko, 
Co.) were 8 losses, par- 
ticularly Messrs. Steele, Weeks & 
Brothers, who bad about 100 bead 
of stock cattle frozen that were 
in their pasture field ia the valley. 
These gentleman are hol lers 
and are the owners of immense 
tracts of hay land in Clover Valley, 
and had at the time a large number 
Fey stock on the ranch to be 


| the neighbor- 
„ also. 1 
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The mines of this district are ri 


rebellious, containing much foreign 
matter that is disseminated through- 
out the rock with the gold and 
silver. This matter has to be 
destroyed by roasting and chemical 
processes before the period of amal- 
gamsation, This mode of treatment 
is tedious and expensive and re- 
quires a thorough knowledge of the 
component parts of the ores by the 
operator to be successful. This has 
heretofore been a drawback in this 
section, It is here the late Thomas 
Blythe (whose estate has been in 
the courts seemingly to ascertain 
who wers his legal heirs) erected a 
la substantial quartz mill, 
containing all of the appliances and 
improvements known at that time 
for the reduction of this character 
of ores. In the opening of the 
system of mines belonging to Mr. 

lythe, several shafte were sunk 
‘reaching considerable depth and 
tunnels run for the pur ef air 
and drainage. In one of these tun- 
nels a large excavation was made, 
where a small engine was placed to 
raise ore and pump water from the 
lower levels. There was erected 
from: the mines to the mill a 
splendid tramway for the trans- 
portation of ore. 10 this way the 
mioe and mill were operated for 
several years with satisfactory 
financial results. A short time be- 
fore Mr. Blythe’s death the mill 
was closed down pending negotia- 
tions for the sale of the same in 
London, which seems to have fallen 
throug. Iu the year 1885 another 
English company took hold of this 
property and worked the mine and 
mill for one season and large ship- 
ments of bullion were made weekly, 
which seemed to indicate to out- 
siders that this new company were 
prosperous. But it was soon found, 
to the grief of many of thecreditors, 
particulariy the miners, that the 
concern was bankrupt. The mill 
and mine was closed down by the 
superintendent who left for San 
Francisco to report aud tu await 
further orders from London to ad- 
just the ,deficiency, but I believe 
that Tew of the creditors were ever 
settled with. The property has re- 
atriel statu quo ever since. It 
is the old story of inexperience and 
extravagance of the management 
of the London company, which 
brought it and many other of its 
predecessors to grief. It ts the 
opinion of all well-ififormed miners 
that this property is valuable, not 
only for its improvements but for 
the richness of its mines, ans that 
the district contains many rich and 
permaneut veins that will be ulti- 
mately worked with profit. 

Further northeast, about two 
and a half miles from the Blythe 
1 is situated the Empire 

ining Company's mines aud 
mills, belonging to a New York 
corporation, which was operated 
for several years with marked suc- 
cess, It finally come under the 
management.of Ed Stokes, of New 
York, but the result under his 
administration was disastrous to 
all the parties concerned. 

A New York, book-learned miner 
took charge of the mines and mill 
under the superintendency of a par- 
lor, kid-gloved superintendent. As 
a matter of course the operations 
were a failure, notwithstanding it 
wus reported that there were large 
bodies of rich ore in the mines, yet 
for want of practical knowledze of 
working the same the output of 
bullion was small. This piece of 
of property is now idle, but rumor 
bas it that a new company will 
sooa take hold under more common 
sense management, with a view of 
making it a paying piece of prop- 
erty. 

Still farther northeast, four miles 
towards Mount.in City, near the 
head of Trail creek, on the 
main Bull Run range, there is sit- 
uated a system of mines or ledges 
that have been worked steadily fer 
the last seven or eight years through 
the energy and enterprise of one 
man. A large amount of substan- 
tial prospective work has been done 
in the way of sinking shafts and 
running tunnels, and in the erection 
of the necessary mining tmprove- 
ments.
